was little peace at Bobbi 
Kristina Brown’s 
funeral. Buried next 
to her mother, Whitney 
Houston, at Fairview 
Cemetery in New 
Jersey, the singer’s

sure that no one got out of control ” 
adds the source. In the days leading 
up to the funeral and burial, relatives 
from both sides of the family battled 
over arrangements and could only 
agree on one aspect: the pink-and- 
purple color scheme, which was 
echoed in pallbearers' sneakers and 
guests' accessories. 'Those were 
Krissy's favorite colors," says the 
source. "Her bedroom was in those 
colors. We all agreed we should 
honor Krissy." 

But the tense New Jersey funeral 
was the picture of calm compared 
to the one held two days earlier in 
Alpharetta, Ga., where Bobbi 
Kristina's aunt Leolah Brown 
interrupted Houston's sister-in-law 
Pat during the service. After yelling, 
"Pat, you know you are wrong for 
this!" Leolah addressed a group of

reporters gathered outside. "This has 
only just begun," she vowed. "We are 
onto Pat and she will be found out. 
She is a Garland, not a Houston. 
Whitney will rise from her grave to 
haunt her." Leolah "started pointing 
her finger at Pat and was very 
aggressive," says Mark Behar, a 
former bodyguard for Whitney. At the 
burial, the two sides made a deliberate 
effort to avoid contact. A major point 
of contention: their differing views 
on whether Bobbi Kristina would 
ever recover from her coma after she 


was found unresponsive in a bathtub 
on Jan. 31. The Browns "prayed 
without ceasing," says the source. 
"And then there comes Cissy saying 
there's no hope." 

Meanwhile, Bobby, who "is really 
hurting," says the source, accomp- 
anied his wife, Alicia Etheridge, to the 
hospital when she suffered a seizure 
just hours after the Aug. 1 funeral. Says 
the Brown source: "These have been 
the hardest days of his entire life."

Fans and Nashville insiders alike were reeling 

when Reba McEntire and her husband, manager 
Marvel Blackstock, announced their split on Aug. 3 
after 26 years of marriage.

she and her husband of 13 years, English 
musician Gavin Rossdale, 49, were 
divorcing. The news marked a sad end 
for the pair, who glamorously reigned 
as one of Hollywood's coolest couples 
since they began dating 20 years ago. 
''While the two of us have come to the 
mutual decision that we will no longer 
be partners in marriage,” the couple, 
who are parents of sons Apollo, Kings- 
ton, 9, and Zuma, 6, said in the state- 
ment, "we remain partners in 
parenthood and are committed to 
jointly raising our three sons in a happy 
and healthy environment.” 

Despite their arena-size rock-star 
personas, Stefani and Rossdale had 
long cultivated a warm and surprisingly 
cozy home life for their boys. Often 
spotted hiking, shopping and brunch- 
ing as a family near their home in Los 


Angeles, the two are also a fixture at 
their kids' school, where "Gavin will 
show up looking like he has just rolled 
out of bed, and Gwen will be all dolled 
up,” says an observer. "He is a jokester 
and will have the boys dou- 
bled over with laughter. 

Gwen is very nurturing. 

For afternoon business 
meetings, she often shows 
up with Apollo napping in 
a baby carrier.” 

Now "their priority is 
making sure they main- 
tain a safe and secure 
home for their children 
regardless of what's happening,” a 
source close to Stefani tells People.

“It was no secret he 
often took exotic vacations,” says 
Morgan Strober, 31, a patient whose 
uncle sold Palmer the practice, “but 
there was never any mention of hunting, 
and we were on very friendly terms.” It 
was a deliberate omission. As Palmer 
told his clients in a July 29 e-mail, 
hunting “can be a divisive and emo- 
tionally charged topic.” 

And how. After Palmer, 55, was 
named on July 28 as the killer of Cecil 
the lion— a beloved Oxford University 
research animal conservation officials 


say was illegally lured last month off a 
Zimbabwe preserve, hit by crossbow 
and arrow, then tracked for 40 hours 
before being shot, skinned and 
beheaded for a trophy— global outrage 
sent Palmer, along with his wife and two 
kids, into hiding. Zimbabwe's environ- 
ment minister called him a poacher. A 
choked-up Jimmy Kimmel helped raise 
$150,000 overnight for wildlife conser- 
vation-all as Palmer deferred blame, 
saying he trusted his guide for what he 
believed was a legal hunt in a country 
that licenses the sport. Taking out a 
“local favorite,” he said, “was never my 
intention.” 

Zimbabwe arrested the guide and a 
local landowner, saying they weren't

licensed for the kill on land adjacent to 
Hwange National Park. But the fate of 
Palmer— who paid a reported $50,000 
for the hunt— is uncertain. Extradition 
depends on the exact charges brought 
in Zimbabwe, says David Glazier, a pro- 
fessor at Loyola Law School in Los 
Angeles; to be considered, the U.S. must 
have a comparable crime, punishable 
by more than ayear in jail by both coun- 
tries. Another option: Palmer— who 
pleaded guilty to illegally killing a black 
bear in Wisconsin in 2006 and lying 
about it— could be charged in the U.S. if 
iPs alleged he knew the international 
hunt was illegal. “If he truly believed 
this was totally aboveboard, the U.S. 
prosecution becomes pretty difficult,” 
says Glazier. The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service is investigating. 

That leaves Cecifs death as a teachable 
moment. “Cecil was glorious,” says David 
Macdonald of Oxford's Wildlife Conser- 
vation Research Unit, which had tracked 
the 13-year-old since 2008 and is watch- 
ing Cecil's cubs, now vulnerable to any 
dominant male lion who steps in. (For 
now they're being protected by Cecil's 
peer Jericho. Thankfully, reports of 
Jericho's killing on Aug. 1 proved false.) 
While conceding that big-game hunting 
licenses help fund preserves, activists 
note that lions are now extinct in 26 Afri- 
can nations where they once roamed. 
“The lion is disappearing in plain sight,” 
says New York City philanthropist 
Dr. Tom Kaplan, who made a major 
donation to the Oxford group following 
the high-profile killing. “I'm sorry that 
Cecil had to be sacrificed to wake people 
up to their plight.”

STABBED 6 TIMES BY HIS FATHER, 

WHO HAD ALREADY MURDERED HIS

SUKTO: Please help me. My dad, he 
killed me with a knife and Pm gone, , , , 
Can you please send the army men 
or the ambulance? My dad, he was 
killing my mom, and he's like, 'You're 
next, ' and then he killed me. I'm still 
alive, I kind of survived, 

T he child's voice was calm, belying the hor- 
ror inside the small house on Forest Road 
in Tillicum, Wash. It turned urgent only 
after headlights outside signaled the 
return of the assailant. “Oh my gosh 
said Anthony Sukto, then 8 years old. “I 
have to go. Bye.” Now 18, he says, “I remember 
hanging up the phone, going back into the bed 
and just playing dead.” Police summoned by 
his 911 call around 4 a.m. on Oct. 22, 2004, 
found Tony Sukto outside on the lawn; his wife, 
Pranee, in a corner of the living room, fatally 
stabbed with a butcher knife; and Anthony, 
breathing but covered in blood and with six stab 
wounds so severe they sliced through his belly 
and exited through his back. “Pve seen people 
die in front of me, and he looked like he was on 
his way out,” says police officer Mark Fakes, 
among the first on the scene. Adds Jeff 
Colquhoun, a paramedic: “I was expecting him 
to slip away there in the back of my rig and just 
praying it wouldn't happen.” 

It's been more than 10 years since the fright- 
ened little boy bravely survived the hellish 
attack at the hands of his father, who was 
sentenced to 27 years in prison and stripped 
of any future contact with his son. Anthony 
still bears the scars from his ordeal— above 
his left eyebrow, on the lower left side of 
his neck, beneath his right pectoral muscle 
and on his right torso, stretching 12 in. to his 
back— but has learned to move past his child- 
hood trauma. He graduated from Smithson 

Valley High School 
in Spring Branch, 
Texas, in May 
and starts college 
in Colorado next 
month. He wants 
to study business 
management and 
music production. 
Most impressively, 
he has learned to

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forgive the man who tried to kill him. ''Every 
time I would think of my dad, I would think of 
hate,” says Anthony. "The only way I could find 
peace and love within myself was to forgive my 
father.” And he hopes that telling his story now 
will inspire others: "I believe I am an example 
of how God can work miracles in people's 
lives,” he says. "I should have died that night.” 

• •• 

On the night of the attack, court records reveal, 

Anthony's father, a former airline worker, was 
high on amphetamines and hallucinating. 
According to his then attorney Michael 
Kawamura, Tony Sukto grabbed the butcher 
knife because he believed that his wife and son 
were possessed by the spirit of his own abusive 
stepfather. Anthony heard screams in the next 
room and watched his mother's murder before 
his father turned on him. Left to die as his 
father walked out of the house and drove away, 
Anthony lay still, then said mental goodbyes to 
his elementary school friends one by one. 
"Lastly,” he says, "I said goodbye to my mom. 
That's when everything became quiet, and I 
remember hearing in my head a small, still, calm 
voice saying, 'You're not done yet."' He looked 
up and says he saw the bearded figure of a man 
fianked by two silhouettes of light. "I could 


really feel as if they were helping me to the 
phone,” he says. "I thought they were angels.” 

Anthony, who was adopted by his maternal 
aunt and uncle, Nuensie "Nancy” and James 
Oakley, spent two weeks in the hospital after 
surgery to repair his liver. Relocated to Flor- 
ida after his recovery, Anthony showed no 
hint of his trauma to those he met. "I never 
saw any kind of animosity, any kind of despair 
or a negative expression on his face,” says Tim 
Flynn, 58, Anthony's first Little League base- 
ball coach. And he found buddies and lifelong 
mentors in first responders Eakes and 
Colquhoun. "When Anthony was first out of 
the hospital, he would call me three or four 
times a week and talk for one to two hours a 
night about his days, sports, what he'd been 
doing,” says Eakes, 47. In their conversation 
they avoided the incident that drew them 
together. "He was interested in me, and I was 
interested in him,” says Eakes. "My mission 
was just to be his friend.” 

Anthony, who describes the EMTs as "big 
brothers to me,” shaped their lives too, starting 
when he asked Eakes and Colquhoun to be 
counselors at a camp he attended for kids deal- 
ing with loss. Colquhoun and his daughter 
Brooke, seven years older than Anthony and his 
closest confidante, also became hospital grief

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counselors. ''Everything that happened with 
Anthony has shaped how I want to be a nurse 
and work with children ” says Brooke, now 25. 
Says her dad: "This has changed all our lives.” 

But in private, Anthony struggled. Though 
he'd seen a therapist immediately after leaving 
the hospital, "it didn't really work too well 
because it was still overwhelming,'' he says. 
When memories of that night entered his 
mind— how his mother looked curled in the 
corner of the living room with a bloody kitchen 
knife beside her; how he'd tried not to breathe 
after being stabbed so his father wouldn't see 
his stomach move and know he wasn't dead; 
how the pain of the stab wounds raged through 
his body when EMTs finally arrived— he felt a 
deep betrayal. Sadness turned to outbursts and 
depression, even thoughts of suicide. Alone in 
his room at age 13, he grabbed a baseball bat 
and beat down his closet door. "He said he was 
looking for his dad so he could kill him,'' recalls 
his aunt Nancy, 59. In a middle-of-the-night 
call to Brooke, "he was irate and crying,'' she 
says. "He told me, 'I just get so angry. I don't 
know where I get it from. Sometimes I feel I'm 
just like my dad."' 

But at the point where Anthony feared his 
sometimes violent emotions might take over 
and define him, he found a new path thanks to 
his aunt, a cancer survivor, and his uncle, who 
took Anthony to church. "Seeing the angels, it 
made me more interested in what happened to 



me and what is my reason for 
being here, and why did I survive,'' 
says Anthony. 




He also found healing by telling his 

story. For years he avoided ques- 
tions by swimming with a shirt 
over his scars. Then a cousin chal- 
lenged him: "This is your story, you 
survived, and that is proof of how 
you survived. Plus, chicks dig 
scars.'' Off went the shirt for good. 
In a middle school locker room he 
shared his secret with the other 
members of his football team as 
they headed out for a big game. "It 
was kind of a big deal,'' says the 
coach, Wayne Rushing. "He did 
whatever he needed to do to moti- 
vate the team. And it goes along 
with his character today.'' 


“I feel like my purpose 
is to help people 
have faith and hold 
on,” says Anthony (at 
his June graduation, 
above, and at home in 
2015, below). 


Anthony says he wants to show others that 
if he can survive his past, they can conquer 
their own obstacles. "I've achieved something 
that was supposed to be impossible,'' he says. 
"I feel like my purpose is to help people get 
past their burdens and carry on.'' He imagines 
himself as a sunset: "You've got the shadows 
that are dark, but you're not looking at the 
shadows, you're looking at the bigger picture— 
the beauty,'' he says. "It all fits together.'' •

What will I receive? 

Van’s has established a capped $9,000,000 settlement fund 
to pay all valid claims made. To receive a cash refund, 
you must file a claim form online or postmarked by 
December 16, 2015. The actual amount paid to settlement class 
members who do not have any proof of purchase and who submit a 
valid claim is estimated to be a minimum of $4.99 per household. Class 
members who do have proof of purchase and who submit valid claims 
could recover up to $18 per household.

Detailed 
instructions for excluding yourself or objecting are found on the website 
identified below. If you do nothing you will not receive a payment and 
you will be bound by the decision of the court regarding these claims, 
including certain releases of Van’s. 

Before money is paid, the Court will hold a fairness hearing at 9:00 
a.m. on September 17, 2015, in the Phelps County, Missouri Circuit 
Court, 200 N. Main Street, #102, Rolla, Missouri 65401 in the Hon. 
Judge John D. Beger’s Courtroom to determine the fairness, adequacy, 
and reasonableness of the settlement, to consider whether to approve 
the settlement, and to consider a request by Class Counsel for payment 
of attorneys’ fees and costs and class representative incentive awards. 
The motion for attorneys’ fees and costs and plaintiff incentive awards 
will be posted on the website after they are filed. You may appear 
at the hearing, but you don’t have to. If the Court does not approve 
the settlement, or if the settlement is overturned on appeal, no cash 
payments will be made.
